to a close to night. 
'die whirlwind finish 
predicted two months ago has been real­ 
ized. 
The unusual features of a eandl- 
date attacking bi.s opponent in offiee and 
forcing him into making a dlreet 
repl, 
followed by a rejoinder from the cuudl* 
«late, is u novelty and furnlnhed the main 
topic of eon vernation where politics was 
discussed to day. 


'I’he appearance of Parker on the piddle 
platform marked an cpoeh In the politieal 
campaign of lt«fl. for up to that time It 
had been apathetic 
and 
uninteresting. 
Croni his first speech to hits last he has 
been growing more and more vigorous 
ami more dlreet In his assertions, to the 
elation of Dem ocrats who have clamored 
for more life and g i n g e r hi the canvass. 


The Republican canvass lacked Interest 
until cabinet officers, senators and men 
close* to the president began making re- 
piles to Parker’s charges, but their part 
in It was Insignificant compared to the 
bomb exploded by Roosevelt in his sta te ­ 
ment printed this morning. 


Silence has marked the m anagem ent of 
the Republican campaign. 
But one pro­ 
nouncement or claim has been made by 
any official of the Republican national 
committee and in that nearly every de­ 
batable state w as placed in the Repub­ 
lican column. This w as promptly answ er­ 
ed by Democratic m anagers w i t h a claim 
of the sam e debatable states and sure 
majority 
in 
the electoral 
c o l l e g e . 
The 
wide difference In claims lias furnished 
sufficient doubt to give the followers of 
both candidates confident hopes of sue- 
ee«s and keep the interest of puitisans 
keen until the result is known. . 


t'p to within three weeks of the elec­ 
tion the cam paign w as remarkable for its 
apathy and seem ing lack of Interest which

were m any meeting»«, but as a rule they 
wore not largely attended, nor did tho 
people show the intense interest that has 
marked other campaigns. 
There has been 
also an absence of monster meetings, all 
day parades, theatrical display, noise and 
red lire that have characterized the clos­ 
ing days of former campaigns*. 


N E W YORK. 


Interwoven closely with the presidential 
canvass has boon the campaign in N ew 
York state. 
For m any years the pivotal 
state, the arbiter of presidential elections, 
the empire state this year has been re­ 
garded as absolutely essential to the su c­ 
cess of o n e ,party and has been believed 
to be necessary to .the other .because of 
the impression that a public sentim ent 
wliich wijl carry N ew York will carry t-liri 
country. On thin account the eyes of the 
country have been turned toward N ew 
York. 


T he last days of the contest have been 
marked by intense public interest owing 
to the personal nature of m any of the 
¡speeches made. 
W hen .-'Parker, tlrst ap 
peared as a speaker In advocacy of his 
election tlie boldness of his »statements 
concerning his opponents challenged pub­ 
lic attention, which became, more intense 
with denials by. President R oosevelt of 
■ the charges and Governor Odell’s speech 
In w hich he said Parker had been inter 
ested in the United States Shipbuilding 
¡company. N ot sincc the election of Cjeve 
)land in ISO- has tlu* N ew York D em ocracy 
Jm a d e such elaborate organlaation through 
the state, with a view to gettin g out th< 
vo te as It did this year. 


To night, when tljo last word has been 
said and all work done; both sides claim 
t/ ed tho state for both national a n d 'sta te 
¿tickets.
